Whilst doing so, or as some accounts put it, 
immediately after doing so, one of the 
meat aggressive of the sailors, who bad been 
Gourishing a knife, wheoled sharply around 
and succeeded in inflicting a fearful wound 
which well nigh severed the Chinaman’s 
hoad from his body. Death resulted almost 
instantaneously. Anything but sobored by 
the murderous deed, the man maintained 
such a threatening attitude that consider. 
able risk was incurred in seouriug him. In 
fact the man ‘waa not placed beyond power 
of further evil until one of the European 
Officers stunned him with a oopstan bar, 
Tho unfortunate ccok’s remains were con» 
voyed to Yokohama on ‘Saturday, ‘The 
murderar, we believo, is under arrest. 
The affair very naturally has cast o deep

Sm Lopeal Grifin gives expression to the 
conviction, a8 one result of his observation 
in .Burmah, that the industrial fature of 
that province ‘belongs to the Chinese.’ 
He writes: ‘This mysterious raco which, 
with the Anglo.Saxons and the Russians, 
will divide the earth a hundred yorra hence 
hos already gained a firm footing in Bur- 
mah, Some forty thousand reside in Ran- 
goon, a great portion of tho trade of which 
is in their hands, while they are numerous 
in alt the commercial towns up-counfry, 
such as Mandalay, Theystmyo and Parokus. 
Although they aro not desirable immigrants 
in countries tke the United States or Ans- 
tralig, they are the best’ of all in the Kast. 
Hard-working, frugal, and orderly when 
their secret societies are kept under due 
control, they sre admirable and trust- 
worthy men of business, while a8 artisuns 
their industry is only oxcelled by their 
akill and versatility. They possesa the 
very qualitice, as renponaible citizens, 
which the Burmese Jack, ond their 
troduction into the province in Jarge num- 
bers would be attended with the beat re- 
sulte, It is probable that the Chiness type 
would loso many of its disngrceablo at- 
tributes by residence jn Burmah, for, a8 no 
women accompany the ‘ hinese immigrants, 
theaa take to'wifd the Burmeso women, to 
whom they ‘prove very good and popular 
susbande, for they work burd for the 
household, which the Burmans will not do. 
Tho offepring of these unions, several of 
whom I met in responsible positions, are 
singularly intelligent, and the Burmese 
women aro so courageous and -independont 
that they will never permit their Ohinces 
husbands to deprive them of the social 
liberty which they have “so long enjoyed.’ 
But it is the duty of the Government to do 
all in its power, first to stimulate emigra- 
tion to Burmah from the congested ogri- 
cultural districts of India :‘not. because the 
Tedian is auperior to the Chinaman as ao 
agriculturi¢t (on the contrary heis aa in- 
ferior in agriculture, aa he is in carpentry 
and boot-making), but becavss thero is a 
surplus population in parts of India to be 
provided for, and the Government will bo 
wise to use its new territory, as far.as 
possible, for the amolioratioa of the condi- 
tion of its own subjects and to simplify the 
problems of Indian adminintratioa,—Stutes- 
man of Initiz,

The 
rearrangomont‘of the Company's plant and 
machinery, has produced very satisfactory 
rosults, increasing the production very con- 
siderably, with a reduction in the cost of 
labour, but in consequence of tho many 
large orders that aro now coming in from 
the out-potts your Directcrs‘aro of opinion 
that to enable us to cope- with them, a 
further extension of our works will be 
necessary, inasmuch as the contract entered 
into with the Colonial Government will of it- 
self koop the works fully employed for over 9 
months, (Applause.)

A NEW LINE OF MAIL STEAMERS. 


Tho Straits Times enys ;—Tt is now near- 
ly twonty years since the steamers known 
as the Kingsin lino, belonging tu the Deut- 
scho Dampfechifia Khedersi, Hamburg, 
first began to run out to the Enst. Next 
year willseo a further development of ‘tha 
Company, by which Singaporo and Java 
will have a monthly service of now fast 
atonmers, which will travel _undor the name 
of the Sunda line of the: Deutsche ,Damp- 
fachiffs Rhederei zu Hamburg,” the general 
manzgemont of which for the East has been 
entrusted to Dessra Puttfarcken & Co, - 

. The -Kingsin; Line orignally ran ocea- 
sionally to the Ohina Coast, but the experi+ 
ment was tried ten. years ego of eatablish- 
ing.direot regular cotmunication between 
Germany aud the Rest. ‘The initial dil. 
culties were great and it was not easy to 
keep up the six-weekly aervice, London in 
more than une instance having to be called 
at for cargo.” But the aifftouitios wero 
overcame and aince 1887 a fleet of twelve 
steamers, of-an average capsvity of 8,500 
tonahas maintained its regular fortnightly 
sorvice between Hamburg, Havre, the

The latest development, the Sunda ‘Line, 
is intended especially to meet tho require- 
ments of mail and passenger traffic to. and 
from.
